Toronto. March 17.—John Connolly, 
a clerk in the clearing department of 
the head office of the Bank of Mon¬ 
treal here, is out on ball on a charge 
of stealing $6,000 from the bank. 


London. March 17.—Twenty natives 
were killed and thirty wounded in 
Nairobi, British East Africa, yester¬ 
day, in fighting which followed de¬ 
monstrations over the arrest of the 
Indian agitator Thukb, says a de¬ 
layed dispatch to the Central News. J 

Thuku was arrested on Wednesday 
and trouble immediately followed. 
About .\,000 natives, armed with 
sticks, assembled before the police 
station and demanded his release, 
but were dispersed by police forces, 
who used their bayonets. 

Early yesterday a strike of house- 
boys and other native workers was 
announced and further disturbances 
occurred, in which large numbers 
from the surrounding districts took 
part. Mobs halted rikshaws and 
forced all Europeans to alight and 
walk. The efforts of armed police lo 
clear the streets proved unavailing. 

Riot Aot Read. 

When the situation became men¬ 
acing the Riot Act was read and the 
demonstrators were exhorted to go 
home quietly. Instead they advanced 
toward the police palisade, waving 
flags and shouting. Women were 
used as shields by the men to delay 
the police fire. 

Meanwhile military forces had ar¬ 
rived. and upon the mob attempting 
to rush the palisade, were ordered to 
fire. Seeing fifty of their number 
cut down by the bullets, the rest of 
.he mob stampeded. 

Following this occurrence, the mob 
Scattered and at the time this dis¬ 
patch was filed the situation was 
normal.

New York. March 17.—(Canadian 
I’ress)—A union of the English- 
speaking peoples as a guarantee of 
world peace would not go far enough, 
declared Rt.

Not Party to Compromise. 

“I said I cannot be a party lo any 
such compromise, and l will not give 
the lie to that policy which we have 
followed and endeavored to carry out.

City CM plans for forcing the 
City School Board to cut teachers*' 
salaries by refusing, If necessary, to 
pay over money for the Board’s ex¬ 
penses, were made known at the City 
Hall to-day when the report of the 
Council's Salary Arbitration Com¬ 
mittee was completed. 

Reduced salaries would go into 
effect in the city service, both in the 
City Hall and among the outside 
workers, in July, under the proposals 
of the Salary Arbitration Commit¬ 
tee. In the meantime the School 
Board will be given an opportunity 
to declare that it will reduce teach¬ 
ers' salaries commencing In Septem¬ 
ber. If the School Board, faced with 
salary reductions in the City Hall 
service, refuses again to reduce 
salaries, the Council will refuse to 
pay over money to the Board to 
carry on its business. Then it will 
be for the Board to take legal action 
to get the money it needs and the 
whole issue will thus be aired before 
the public. This Is the Council’s 
present plan, reached after weeks of 
deliberation, it "was stated on reli¬ 
able authority to-day. 

Want Salaries Cut. 

Announcement that the Salary 
Arbitration Committee had decided 
upon increases averaging ten per 
cent, in the case of most City Hall 
employees was regarded at the City 
Hall to-dny with amazement, for 
members of the committee have per¬ 
sistently declared that they would 
make no cuts unless teachers’ 
salaries also were reduced.

The determination of the 
builders not to go ahead unless they 
are assured that their building will 
be free from taxation, however, bar 
held up the negotiations. The ob¬ 
jection of the builders to an Im¬ 
provement tax, of course, will be a 
powerful argument In the hands of 
the aldermen opposed to improve¬ 
ment taxation when the Issue eomes 
to a vote in the City Council. The 
anti-improvement-tax aldermen, in 
fact, expect now that Improvement 
taxation will be made the subject of 
a plebiscite before many weeks have 
passed. 

Would Overlook Harbor. 

The proposed business building, 
plans for which have brought the 
City Council face-to-face with the 
improvement tax issue, would stand 
on land to the south of the Post 
Office fronting on Government and 
Humboldt Streets, and overlooking 
the Inner Harbor, where the Rorison 
Block was proposed. The owners of 
this land have asked the City to do 
away with the comfort station which 
stands to tho south of the site of the 
proposed business building. Removal 
of the comfort station is understood 
to l»e demanded before the owners 
will proceed with the building.

Belfast, March 17.—Not an inch 
of Ulster territory will l>e yielded to 
Southern Ireland, speakers at tho 
Kilkeel orange meeting last evening 
declared. 

Harry Mulholland, a member of the 
Ulster Parliament, son of Lord Dun- 
lcth, told the meeting the Orangemen 
had decided to have nothing to do 
with the boundary commission to be 
established under the Anglo-Irish 
treaty. 

“Before we yield an Inch of our 
territory to the rebels they will have 
to kill 20,000 or 30,000 Orangemen.” 
he declared. “If such n thing is at¬ 
tempted. thousands of Orangemen In 
the colonies will flock ,to Ulster’s 
aid." 

Lady Craig, wife of the Ulster 
Premier, also spoke, saying the 
Premier’s recent tour had resulted 
in a determination on his part never 
to allow an Inch of territory "to be 
filched from Ulster."

OPPOSE SUNDAY LAW 


In an endeavor to block the en¬ 
forcement of too stringent Sunday 
regulations, the Retail Merchants’ 
Association, which has already 
placed its objection to the pro¬ 
posed action of the Police Com¬ 
missioners on record In the form 
of a resolution, has sent out letters 
to all the public bodies of the city 
asking for their co-operation.

V. A. and numerous other bodies, 
have been asked to Join in sending 
a delegation to wait on the Attor¬ 
ney-General of the Province asking 
him to withhold consent to prose¬ 
cutions that may be brought un¬ 
der the Lord’s Day Act.

Overcrowding In vases spoils the 
decorative effect of the tulips. They 
should be used sparingly, and If any 
additional foliage than their own 
spiky leaves Is needed, It should be 
chosen for the contrast of dark color 
and feathery growth. 

When the blooms are difficult to 
arrange owing to the heads bending 
over, the stems can be straightened 
by putting the whole bunch up to the 
head in water in a deep vase, so that 
the flowers rise Just abpve the rim. 
In a short time the sTems will be 
quite straight. 

When Daffodils Appear. 

Daffodils need tall, wide-mouthed 
vases In which they can be arranged 
to stand erect as they do when grow¬ 
ing. When a flat bowl Is used they 
should be held by gloss holders In 
little clumps, none of the flowers 
being crowded. 

Violets and. when they arrive later, 
primroses should bo arranged In low 
bowls as naturally as possible. The 
bowl may first be filled with moss, 
and then the flowers tucked Into the 
moss in tiny clumps. A single bunch 
of vloletd can be loosened and shown 
to good effect In a slender specimen 
glass. Usually there are too many i 
leaves to the bunch. Any not re¬ 
quired may be slowly smouldered in 
the room to give It a faint aromatic 
perfume. j

Results of the Canadian Gov¬ 
ernment Merchant Marine opera¬ 
tions for 1921, according to a state¬ 
ment issued to the preBs at Ot¬ 
tawa, are shown as follows: 

General expenditure, $11,816,292; 
overhead and wharf expenses, 
$861,800; total expenditure. $12,- 
677.592; gross revenue, $10,916.- 
248; loss on operations, $1,761,344. 
A press correspondent, in trans¬ 
mitting these figures, put the total 
Investment In the sixty-three ships 
at over $70,000,000, but took $65,- 
OUO.OOO as representing those com¬ 
plete and in full operation during 
1921, and figured interest at 5% 
per cent $3,575,000, and deprecia¬ 
tion at 5 per cent $3,250,000. a 
total of $6,825,000, which added to 
the loss on operations, $1,761,344, 
makes a total of $8,586,344.

, “Our case in the Supreme Court re¬ 
garding confectioners was not dealt 
with by the Court* as the amount of 
the collection was lees than five hun¬ 
dred dollars. We consulted with the 
Government and as a result they 
have cancelled all arrears of Sales 
Tax on retail confectioners, furriers 
and florists up to April 1, 1922. This 
Is another victory for us. In the 
meantime we are endeavoring to get 
the Act amended.” 

“This means that the Government 
will forego any collections of arrears 
of Hales Tax from May 1920 to March 
31, 1922 inclusive. After that the De¬ 
partment of Inland Revenue will be 
at liberty to collect Hales Tax as 
previously, until the Act is amended 
This we are endeavoring to do, and 
we nsk you to steadfastly refuse to 
pay any Sales Tax either before or 
after March 31st, pending the Amend¬ 
ment of the Act. We have won out 
on this issue before and we will win 
again.”

lems” he stated was "Morale. Sacri¬ 
fice and Co-operation,’* and illustrat¬ 
ing the excellent results attained by 
these three vital factors he intro¬ 
duced some interesting incidents of 
the war in which he vividly brought 
to the fore the feeling of morale, and 
sacrifice that pervaded in the firing 
line and the last factor of co-opera¬ 
tion was given by relating the effect 
it had upon Germany and her Allies 
when Marshal Foch was appointed 
leader of the Allies troops. "It was 
the bluest day for the Germans when 
Foch took this position and organized 
the forces." ho contended, and in 
closing his message he remarked 
that "It is morale, sacrifice and co¬ 
operation that is going to bring this 
old world back to God." 

In opening his address he referred 
to the officials of the 1- al organiza¬ 
tion and the good work that they 
were doing his remarks being greet¬ 
ed with a round of applause .from 
the men. He also gave the underly¬ 
ing reason for the long history of 
the Y. M. C. A., saying that the 
church was the mother of this or¬ 
ganization and would always be as 
long as It was in operation. Which he 
thought was Indefinite. 

Mr. Best, when speaking of this 
province, stated he had never met 
with such optimism as was prevalent 
ln B. C., "It was here when I paid 
my first visit in 1899 and it Is still 
here when 1 returned again this 
year?” He advised the British Co¬ 
lumbians to retain this feeling, as 
It was the only thing that would 
keep the wheels going round.
